The Louisiana papers say that the cold 
weather of the spring has been but very 
slightly injurious, and that the young 
sugar-cane has a thrifty appearance. The 
area planted is much larger than that 
of last season, and would have been larger 
still but for the difficulty of obtaining la- 
bor. This is the trouble in the South, and 
it is a very serious and increasing trouble. 
The negroes are diminishing in number by 
death, and German, Irish, and Yankee la- 
borers are not willing to settle where every- 
thing seems unsettled. The negroes who 
survive and have their health refuse in 
many casesto work. “In the sweat of thy 
brow shalt. thon eat bread” was not writ- 
ten, they think, for them. They ‘‘toil not,” 
yet they show no sign of destitution. They 
are fat, yet no one sees where they obtain 
the elements of their adipose matter. An 
occasional cackling of a neighbor’s hens in 
the dead hour of night, or the squealing of 
his pigs or the bleating of his sheep is the

cooK BENEVOLENT INSTITUTION. 


Its Claims Upon the People ahd its 
Benefits. 


An Address to the Citizens of Louis- 
ville. 


In the spring of the year 1837 died Mr. Samuel 
Hinman Cook. Mr. Cook was a broker and 
Dapker. He had resided in this city for many 
years, had been presperous in his business, and 
Was aman of kindly feeling and charitable spirit. 
Having deep sympathy forthe sick and infirm 
poor, he determined to make such a disposition 
of the real estate by him ia Louisville 
as should prove a constant help, a perpetual ben- 
efaction to them. 

Accordingly, in his will, after making legacies 
to relatives and friends, and after instructing his 


stocks for charitable purposes, and especially for 
the benefit of children of the orphan asylums of 
Louisville, Mr. Cook set apart all his real estate 
in the city for this noble and permanent charity.

On the 17th of February, 1846, the Legislature 
incorporated The Cook Benevolent Institu- 
tion.” The gentlemen named tn this act as cor- 
porators and constituted the Board of Mana- 
gers were Messys. D. L. Beatty, 8. 8 Gvodwin, 
B. O. Davis, 8. Casseday, E. A. Gardner and Pat- 
rick Maxcy. This board metand was organized 
February 28, 1846, and to it the executors surren- 
dered their trust. On the 7th of March, 1854, an 
act was passed by the Legislature to revive and 
continue the origina! act. 

On the 28th of February, 1267, an act was passed 
authorizing and empowering the Board of Man- 
agers to establish, erect, and superintend a hos- 
pital, and authorizing them for this end to raise 
by subscription and take by gift or devise any 
sum Or sums of money, the interest of which 
shall not exceed ten thousand dollars per annum. 

In compliance with the directions of the will, 
the Board of Managers have improved the prop- 
erty, erecting one building after another, as the 
rents and profits would permit. The process has 
n¢«cessarily been slow, thirty-two years—almost 
the life-time ofa generation—having been re- 
quired to put the property mto the condition 
prescribed. But it is now so far improved that 
the income can be employed for the charitable 
purpose which Mr. Cook had in view, and tn the 
manner indicated by him. Thirteen houses 
have been erected onthe property, which lies 
mostiy on Green street, between Preston and 
Hancock, one lot, however, being on Green 
street, between Floyd and Preston, and one on 
Jefferson street, between Jackson and Hancock. 

The rent of these houses, after the necessary 
deductions are made for taxes, insurance, re- 
pairs and incidental expenses, will henceforth 
be available for the support of the sick and in- 
firm in the hospital, which Mr. Cook hoped 
would be eventually established, and which the 
Legislature bas empowered the Board to estab- 
lish. 

The net income, thus rendered available, will 
of course vary with the productiveness of the 
property, but probably will average four thou- 
sand doliars per annum. This is not alarge sum, 
but, judiciously expended, it- may from year to 
year in no small measure lessen the sufferings 
and very materially add to the comfort of the 
destitute sick and infirm. 

The Board of Managers, to whom this trust has 
been confided, feel that the far-sighted and prac- 
tical beneficence of Mr. Cook entitles him to the 

gratitude of citizens of 

It is a noble ject to which 

Nothing could 

be more useful, nothing more humane than such 
an institution as he proposed—a hospital for the 
sick and infirm, especially, though by no means 
exclusively, as the tenor of his will shows, for 
sick and infrm widows and orphans, and which, 
to fulfil perfectly his benevolent design, should 
have a two-fold character—a hospital proper 
for the sick, and an infirmary, a retreat, a 
home, forthe infirm, and surely nothing could 
be more honorable to our city thar the estab- 
lishment aud perpetuation of such an institution. 

To accomplish this end, grounds are needed for 
the buildings and money for thetr erection. 
With sultabie grounds and with buildings 
wort! y of the beneficence of the testator, and 
with a perpetual income from the estate which, 
with rare forethought, was set apart by him, an 
institution can be established that shall be a true 
and fitting memorial of the kind-hearted man, 
and Which may become the nucleus for many 
great charities to cluster around. 

By the terms of the act of February 28, 1367, it 
is required that the Institution shall be estab- 
lished in or near the city. In the opinion of the 
Board of Managers {t is better to have it within 
the city limits that it may be easy of access and 
may enjoy the advantages of constant super- 
vision; andif thus placed it is important that a 
lot be obtained sufficiently large to secure light, 
ventilation and ample opportunity for healthful 
ee, exercise, and to allow of the exten- 

sion and if necessary, of the build- 
ings or the ereetion of additional edifices. 

Believing that the humane and generous cit!- 
zens of Louisville will gladly co-operate in e:- 
tablishing aad placing on firm foundations an 
institution so broad and unsectarian in purpose, 
#0 charitable and kindly In spirit, the Board of 
Managers have gtven this sketch of the history 
of the “Cook Benevolent Institution.” For these 
many years they have quietly labored to bring 
the property into the condition required by the 
terms of the will. Our predecessors in the charge 
of this important trust—some of whom bave fol- 
lowed Mr. Cook to the spiritual world, Messrs. 
B. O. Davis, 8.8. Goodwin and Patrick Maxey— 
regarded it with deep interest, and worked unos- 
tentaticusly but ceaselessly in its behalf. They 
blew no trumpets and they wasted no money. 
They endeavored with ‘simgle eye to do just what 
the benevolent testator desired to have done. 
Mr. Goodwin, the first secretary, was unwearied 
in bis efforts,and our respected fellow-citizen, 
J. H. Rohrer, Esq., who succeeded him, for a long 
period gave his inestimable services to the work, 
cheerfully and gratuitously devoting time and 
thought to the promotion of its interests. 

Itonly remains now for the liberality of the 
people of Louisville to complete the work, whick 
Mr. Cook ro nobly begun, and that to make the 
benevolent institution, which bears his name, a 
beautiful monument to his memory, an honor to 
the city and a means of incalculable good to the 
sick and infirm poor.

A Freshly-Fledged Son-in-law Dis- 
owned by the Old Governor. 

One Mr. Rock, an old chap, caused the arrest of 
Mr. Quinn, a young fellow of twenty-two or 
thereabouts, on a charge of assault and battery.

This produced a lively flutter with the old man 
and the knowing ones. Mrs. R. said the prisoner 
was ber son-in-law, he having married a 
daughter of hers; that she knew nothing of the 
alleged assault upon her husband by Quinn; that 
she believed there was enmity between them, 
but that no blews had passed; that the cut upon 
Rock’s mouth was inflicted by herself and not by 
Quinn; that her husband was always 
drunk, and in that and his neglect to 
provide for her, he had reduced her to the ex- 
tremest want and penury. Judge Craig reminded 
old man Rock that his wife had asserted that 
Quinn was their son-in-law. Io language more 
expressive than polite,the ruffled old gent denied 
his wife’s averment. He said he had no knowl- 
edge of Quinn’s marriage with his daughter, and 
repudiated him in toto. The old man was notto 
thame in this matter. Few others knew anything 
of the legal union of Mr. Quinn and Missy Rock. 
It had been consummated only ten er fifteen 
minutes before the appearance of the parties in 
court. The secret of the old man’s skepticism on 
the nuptial point, as well as of his want of affec- 
tion toward Quinn, was that a bouncing 
baby, with a great deal of Rock and Quinn favor 
in its tiny being, very recently came into the 
family. Usually babies are & source of great de- 
Hight, especially to aged grandpas, but the little 
Roek-Quinn proved an apple of much diseord. 
As between Miss Rock and Mr. Quinn the case 
was all serenely fixed through the cute diplo- 
macy of Quinn’s counsel. This humane attor- 
ney, on learning the condition of things, advised 
with Quinn and prevailed upon him to make Miss 
Rock his wife and to become in law as he was in 
fact the father of the infant.

WHISKY. 


Further Oppression of Manufacturers 
and Dealers. 

There seems to be no end to the complications 
of revente matters pertaining to whisky and to- 
bacco. Lawsand decisions follow each other in 
rapid succession. The laws are puzzles; and the 
decisions not only verplexing and annoying but 
often manifestly unjust. 

The decision compelling factors and manufac- 
turers to pay taxes on tobaceoa second time 
when there was irrefragible proof that the taxes 
had once been paid, is an instance of outrage a 
paialiel for which it would be difficult 
to find in any country under Heaven. It 
is nothing more nor less than downright rob- 
bery, beneath the dignity of any nation that 
seeks to live without practicing piracy upon its 
subjects. Yesterday there was quite a flurry 
among merchants who have bad whisky in bond. 
the decision being that the taxes must be paid 
upon the amount gauged when the spirits are 
bonded, making no allowance whatever for 
lorsage by evaporation, leakage or anything 
else. This decision will subject holders 
to immense loss. for which there 
19 mo redress except in a modified decision 
of the revenue autocra’s. Certainly, if the ob- 
ject of the law-makers has been to complicate 
revenue affairs, they have been wonderfully suc- 
ceseful. If, on the contrary, they have had a re- 
mote intention of acting either wisely or justly, 
their failures have been so frequent and com- 
plete as to convince the vertest dolt in all the 
land that they are Incapable of framing the laws.

SAFETY APPLIANCES. 


The arrangements to avert accident, from 


| whatever cause arising, embrace all the latest 
| improvements made Uy the above firm, and are 


believed to be more complete in every respect 
than thoge upon any other elevator in use, either 
in this country or in Europe. In addition to the 


very large steel-wire ropes, each of which ig | 


capable of sustaining a load of eighty thousand 
pounds, or one hundred and sixty thou:ani 
pounds for the tw 0, is the massive safety-drum in 
the attic story, directly over the well-hole. This 
drum ts provided with safety-brakes, which are 
operated by governors, and whenever the car 
moves faster than the speed desmed gafe, these 
governors apply the safety-brakes, instantly 
stoy ping the car and securing it in its position, 
Besides the two steel ropes and the safety-drum 
there are two lines of strong, heavy safety ratch- 
ets resting om the stone foundations at the bottom 
of the well-hole, and extending thence to the 
attic foor. These safety ratchets are of the most 
approved kind, and are planed with great pre- 
cision, forming the guides for the rubber-faced 
wheels to rol) egainst, keeping the car in its pro- 
per position as it moves from story to story, and 
atthe same time forming one of the principal 
safeguards against acotdent.

THE CAR ITSELF. 

The car will accommodate about fifteen persons at 
a time. The vertica] distance it has to traverse, 
from first to upper floor, is about seventy feet, 
which ts accomplished in from a half to three- 
fourtbs of a minute, at the will of the conductor. 
On cach floor isanentrance to the car, con- 
sisting of a sliding and self-locking wire-lattice 
door. Ateach side of this door,and within a 
little recess, is a cushion seat for the convenience 
of those in waiting for the ascent or deseent of 
the car to that point. There is also, at the side 
of each door, a bell-puill,- by which any one can 
ring for the operator.to stop the car at a certain 
floors The interior of the car is an elegant sa- 
loon, not equaled by the richest sleeping coaches 
on our railroads.

The 
body of tke car is of walnut, bird’s- 
eye and curled maple, beautifully stained 
and polished, with panels tastefully ornamented 
ingilt, and mouldings and carvings overhead 
elaborately designed and finished. A superfine 
Brussels carpet covers the floor; two large mir- 
ror: are placed vis-a-vis, reflecting the iaterior 
scene back and forth with charming effect; and 
at night two large and richly figured chandeliers 
diffuse a flood of soft and beauteous light over the 
midair palace and its occupants.
